They ako report that Moffitt is the 
mysterious "Dr. Billj" who figured in 
the famous William E. Merrick wife 
murder case in.

Marconi's new station has some 


unique features, notably four steel tow- 
ers rising to a height of 215 feet above 
the surface of the headland. 
These 


arc constructed of bridge steel, each 
tower consisting of four columns con- 
nected by latticework of metal and 
further strengthened by ropes of wire 
anchored to the ground. The towers 
are so placed as to form the corners of 
a square, the sides of which are 210 
feet lone:, every tower being connected 
with its neighbor by a horizontal bridge 
of wjre. From this runs the electrical 
equipment upon which so much de- 
pends. 


Fifty copper cables reach from each 


connecting wire to the operating house, 
erected in the center of the hollow 
square formed by the towers. Every 
cable is composed of seven strands an 
eighth of an inch in diameter, tightly 
twisted together. 
Seen 'from a short 


distance, these cables look to be single 
wires, but in reality there are 
3-~>0 


wires on a side, or 1,400 wires in all. 
The object of using many fine strands 
instead of a few large rods is possibly 
to secure a larger amount of surface 
for a given amount of copper. 
The 


solitary ''vertical wire" of the original 
Marconi experiments is thus found to 
be enormously multiplied, the effect be- 
ing to develop longer Ilerz wa\-es. More 
satisfactory results should consequent- 
ly be obtained by the wireless expert. 


As the fifty cables of each of the four 


groups go downward they converge a 
little toward -the center of the four 
sided structure.

The engines 
represent 115 horsepower antl are con- 
nected to what is known as an alter- 
nating current machine which will 
produce the electric spark necessary 
to agitate the ether in the air and pro- 
duce the conditions favorable for trans- 
mitting messages.

Goes Into Effefct Saturday—Seccetary 


of State Lay I in to Issue a Proc- 


lamation. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 13—All the pro- 


visions of the new municipal code nec- 
essary to enable the present city offi- 
cials to prepare for the new organiza- 
tion of 'the city government next 
spring will go into effect next Satur- 


day. 
On that day Secretary of State 


Laylin is required to issue a proclama- 
tion designating which of the munici- 
palities of the state are cities arid 
which are villages as provided by the 
new code. Copies of the proclamation 
are to be sent to the mayors of the 
various municipalities and by then 
transmitted to council, where they are 
to be made a matter of record.

urday the people cf Newark will there- 
fore, through the newspapers be offi- 
cially notified by Mr. Laylin that New- 
ask is recognized as a city under the 
new code. The city council is expected 
to receive similar notification from the 
mayor next Monday night. But there 
is a string tied to the notification. The 
code provides that 30 days thereafter 
each municipality in the state shall be 
either a city or village as designated 
by the proclamation. 


In the meantime it is expected that 


the city council will began to prepare j 
for the new city government and the 
election to take place under tie new: 
code. If the mayor and council cannot, 
subdivide the city into four new wards; 
as provided by the new code by Jan-' 
uary 1, the mayor as to pass np the job 
to the common pleas judge.

kept the enemy out of Rich- 
mond for three years. lie 
didn't stand on the defensive 


all that time, or he would have lost the 
great prize earlier in the game. Rich- 
mond was saved in 1802 and 1S63 by 
the boldness of Lee in going after the 
enemy on his own ground. The middle 
of August, 18G2, found the Federal ar- 
my Under General John Pope patrol- 
ling the Rappahannock river, a natural 
barrier between Washington and Rich- 
mond. Shortly before that date this 
same army of Pope had crossed south 
of the stream to march- upon Rich- 
mond, then changed its course and 
crossed back again to stand between 
the advancing army of Lee and Wash- 
ington. 


General Pope was a new figure in the 


battles of the east in 1862. He sudden- 
ly appeared on the Federal side as the 
new star of the nation. His own people 
predicted great things of him, and he 
•was not modest in calling attention to 
himself in army orders which found 
their way to Lee's camps. He an- 
nounced that his headquarters "were 
in the saddle;" that heioped to see the 
"faces of the enemy;" that he didn't 
care about guarding the rear of the 
army. Lee heard all of this and knew 
how to estimate an opponent who be- 
gan a campaign by despising his foe. 
- The'Confederate commander intend- 
ed at first to cross to the north bank of

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day one wing of" Jackson's corps 
fought with Joe Hooker at the cross- 
ing of the railroad over Kettle run. live 
miles west of Mnnassas Junction, and 
the other wing fought 'a new force 
which came by train from Alexandria 
at the crossing of Bull run, five miles 
east of Manassas. Jackson had sur- 
rounded Pope's base of supplies and 
was himself surrounded by Pope's di- 
visions, whose leaders didn't know ho 
was in the vicinHy until they ran into 
him unawares. Much talk has been in- 
dulged in over the war in South Afri- 
ca because of the lack of scouting. But 
here was a campaign in the summer 
of 1802 where both sides had able 
scouting cavalry, and -yet the move- 
ments were more or less carried on in 
a fog of ignorance. All the troops were 
on the march day and night. A divi- 
sion located by scouts at sundown 
would be miles away next morning. 
Jackson's raid on Pope's commissary, 
for that is what his initial move 
amounted to, brought on the bloody 
conflict of Second Bull Run, or Ma- 
nassas, and one of Stonewall's lieuten- 
ants who was with him all through 
the affair says it was due to the acci- 
dental capture of one of Pope's dis- 
patches by Jackson's scouting parties. 
Jackson knew he was ;in a trap if his 
foe was half awake, and he kept look- 
outs in all directions. One of his out- 
posts took in a Federal courier who 
carried a dispatch directing the divi- 
sion of General King to march at once

the Rappahannock in the face of Pope 
and give him battle, but when he 
reached the projected crossing Pope's 
artny was massed along the river. 
With the .corps of Longstreet and Stu- 
art's cavalry Lee kept up a demon- 
stration at the crossing which deceived 
Pope, and while the latter waited, con-1 
fidently expecting the enemy to fight I 
him on his own ground. Stonewall 
Jackson's corps marched up the river | 
to another crossing, and the morning 
of Aug. 20, a "week after the first show 
of forces on the Rappahannock, he 
marshaled -his whole command on 
Pope's line of communications with 
Washington, twenty miies in bis rear. 


For a general who didn't care any- 


thing about his rear and who yearned 
to see the faces of the enemy Pope 
Bhowed astonishing swiftness in turn- 
ing his back to Longstreet and hasten- 
iugafterJackson. Withaskillfulsoldier 
in Pope's shoes Jackson would have 
been lost and Longstreet would have 
been overwhelmed. Lee had really cut 
his army in two in the face of a power- 
ful enemy. Jackson "was in Pope's 
rear, but be -was alone, cut off from his 
supports. 


But instead of smashing Longstreet 


and then turning to catch Jackson be- 
tween his own columns and the frCsh 
troops on the other side of the field 
Pope started bis different corps upon a ] 
boat for tbs wily Stonewall. For. a 1 
•week confusion reigned within tbej 
Federal lines over twenty miles of ter-', 
ritory around the old battlefield of Bull' 
Run. In his hunt for Stonewall Jack- j 
son Pope attempted to drag a field ten 
miles broad and twenty IOTI? lying be- 
tween the Warrenton pike and the rail- 
road from the Rappahannock Iwck to 
"Washington. Since lie first mpt witli 
Lee the first week in August he had 
been re-enforced wHli four divisions 
from McClellan's army on tbe James 
river and one from Bnrnside's force in 
Xorth Carolina. His orders to his gen- 
erals were to hold the railroad and 
keep the enemy from concentrating 
on the old battlegronnd of Bull Run. 


One of the dangfr points on the rail- ] 


road which Pope was anxious to save j 
•was Manassas Junction, the sols sup-1 
ply d'-pot for his army otilside of i 
Washinglf M. This Jark.oon swooped , 
down upon Auc. 27. nnd after hi<? sol-1

on Manassas Junction by the Warren- 
ton pike. 


Now, the middle of the afternoon of 


Aug. 28 Jackson was moving oautious- 
lyjncross the rough country skirting 
WSrenton pike, heading wcstwaid to 
unite with the columns of Lougstreet, 
which he supposed were moving east to 
meet him. King's Federal division was 
moving from westward to eastward 
along that pike, little supposing that 
Longstreet was following behind or 
that Jackson was on the route ahead. 


Jackson planted one of his horse bat- 


teries on a ridge overlooking the pike 
where it was screened by a bluff close 
to-the road and by bushes from view 
of the marching troops. Just as the fa- 
mous Iron brigade of the west marched 
along in front of the guns they opened 
with shells. The first regiment had 
filed past and went on. The second reg- 
iment in the column happened to be 
the Second Wisconsin. It halted, closed 
ranks and charged up the bluff at the 
unseen foe. Just as the heads of the 
Wisconsin men appeared above the 
crest of the ridge they were fired into 
by Confederate infantry concealed in 
the hollow between the road and tbc 
battery. 


Meanwhile the third regiment of the 


Iron brigade marched on up the pike, 
and the Nineteenth Indiana, a regi- 
ment never before under fire, brought 
up the rear. The Indianinns saw Jhe 
unequal fight of their comrades and 
rushed up the bank to attack the Con- 
federate infantry. At that moment a 
second Confederate battery uuliiulxr- 
ed beside tic first, and for an liocr the 
fresh soldiers from the prairie fought 
with the coolness of veterans. Out of 
433 men wbo charged up tho Muff 2."V» 
were shot down. The Federal were 
delayed in their march and suffered 
unequal slaughter, but they delayed 
the inarch of Jackson westward. The 
sound of the firing brought otb<T 
troops to the scene, and Jackson was 
forced to take up a position to <Mcn<l 
his isolated corps until Longstrect 
could get tbronsh Jo his aid. 


In marching from the Rappaliannwk 


to meet Jackson Lonjrstm* oft^n at- 
tacked the Federals on his front to 
pive Jhe impression that he wo«l<! 
break through. Finally he followed 
Jackson's roundabout course, and tb<» 
junction so notable in history was of- 
fect«.-d Aug. 29.

Tho copra JbonseVas down on the rock 


bound beacb, some CO yards away from 
the store, a etrotcb of uneven, stony soil, 
with grass patches here and there and 
great black rocks showing out from the 
surface, separating the two places where 
the trader did bis bu^mes*. Tho old 
man's weary feet had worn a deep track 
across the plot; up and down he went 
many times a day. The copra house— 
tho title is a misnomer, but it is always 
used in Samoa—was but a mere flimsy 
erection of rough boards, though iron 
roofed and water tight. Further, tho 
door was provided with a very substan- 
tial padlock, which the trader was at 
great pains to lock and unlock every 
time he visited the shed, for the place 
held the only merchandise tho country 
could produce—all that there was to 
trade for. The little bits of oily, brown, 
evil smelling copra must be kept dry or 
else they would rot long before the time 
came for shipping them to Europe. And 
they must be protected from theft, or 
else the cunning natives would think 
nothing of taking a few basketfuls at 
night and reselling them to the trader 
next day. Therefore every time a Samoan 
came, perhaps with but a few baskets 
of the <• copra, tbe old trader, with a 
weary sigh, would take a key down 
from its accustomed nail and plod down 
to the shed. It was quite a solemn and 
serious business, this pnrcbase of a few 
shillings' worth of produce, and t*th 
sides went about it with becoming grav- 
ity. The first question that had to be 
decided was whether the copra was 
green—that is to say, whether it had 
been merely warmed in the sun or 
whether it had been properly dried by 
several days' exposure. 


Ae the copra is" bought by -weight, it 


is, of course, to the native seller's in- 
terest to dry it as little as possible, 
while the trader, on the other hand, 
does not want to lose 20 or SO per cent 
by shrinkage. So the two argue the 
point out together, while I git on tho 
wire inclosed veranda and watch from 
afar the wordy conflict. 


Silei, the industrious girl, has got ber 


sewing machine out. She does not pnt 
it on a table, an the white lady would, 
but rests it on a kerosene case on the 
floor and squats cross legged before it. 
Of course it is a hand machine; natives 
do not take readily to the use of the 
treadle. She is fashioning really gor- 
geous lava-lavas out of the brightest 
prints Manchester cn,n prodr.ce, and 
when they are made they will be hung 
np-in the store and sold for half a dollar 
each, perhaps in exchange for the very 
basket of copra the' 'native is arguing 
about. He swears with a fluency of 
Biblical expression which only long . 
missionary training has rendered possi-' 
ble that the copra has been three days in 
the sun, whereas the trader, judging j 
from his experience, asserts that at the ! 
outside it cannot havo been more than • 
one, and in cloudy weather too. 


At last the trader, grumbling some- 


what, purchases the copra, for he knows 
if he does not it will go to his rival 
close by. He is consoled by tbe reflec- 
tion that his balances are 12 pounds 
out in every 100; also he is an expert 
at weighing and by dexterously manipu- 
lating the scales can make the copra ap- 
pear several pounds lighter than it real- 
ly is, and GO under the waving palms 
by the side of the rippling lagoon, na- 
ture smiling on them with her most in- 
nocent expression, the two complete 
their ingenious transaction. 
Both are 


cheating, and both know it. So perhaps 
it does not matter very much. The na- 
tive, having been well taught by the 
missionaries, will go to church three 
times next Sunday and say his morning 
and evening prayers more fervently than 
ever, so that he will salve his conscience, j 
As for the godless trader, ho has no 
conscience. He has long since lost even 
tbe memory of tbe article. So we need 
not concern ouraelves about him. 


At last, after another.half hour's hag- 


gling in tbe store, tbe native goes away 
with the goods which he baa been per- 
suaded to take in exchange for the copra,. 
and tbe trader comes out of tbe house 
and seats himself wearily beside me, 
mopping bis face the while. 


As usual be harks back to tbe old 


times. 


"Things were different 
in 
those > 


days," be said. "Then we coald do as 
w,e liked with the natives. Now they 
can do as they like with us. We have to 
cut things fine to make a living at all." 
And to console himself he took a long 
drink of kava, emptying tbe cocoauut 
shell, which held about a pint, at one

or intellect of a white man to overreach 
them. 


Ho did not say this, though. "I've 


aiado more money in a week then than 
[ can do in a year now, "ho wont on. 
'Forty years ago, when I was but a 
young fellow, I started trading on tho 
lonthcrn side of Upoln. There was not 
n white man within 20 miles of mo, and 
I could get any price I liked for an old 
uniform coat, especially if it had brass 
buttons on it, but a Tower musket—-that 
was the thing," and hisrugged old faou 
lit up at the pleasant reminiscence.

Why, I 
thought everybody in Samoa knew of 
him, but he was getting to bo an old 
mail then, and he's been dead long Biuce, 
and I suppose you yonug people have 
forgotten all about the old fogies. 


"Well, I'll tell you about Jack. Ho 


was a hard case, one of the regular old 
style beach combers. He had been 1 don't 
know how many years in the group and 
had grown to be almost like a native. 
He used to wear a lava-lava instead of 
trousers, just like a Sarnoau, and he 
could go about barefoot anywhere, even 
on a coral reef, and that's a thing few 
white men can manage without cutting 
their feet to pieces. 


"They did say," and he lowered his 


voice unconsciously, "that he was one 
of a party of convicts who had escaped 
from Australia when it was a penal set- 
tlement. They stole a boat and somehow 
found their way here and made them- 
selves at homo among the natives, but 
the story was only whispered between 
white men, and it would have been as 
much as one's life was worth to even 
hint at the thing to old Jack. He was a 
handy man with his knife, and there 
were no police about to call him to ac- 
count for his actions.

"Well, to coino back to Jnck 
The 


man-of-war gnuio at lust got played out, 
because no man-of-war csnre, ami the 
uativpp would not believe him any lon- 
ger. Then ho had to clear, but ut tho 
vory last, when ho WUH leaving, ho told 
them that ho would soon como back 
with a big war carioe and make them 
pay a heavy fiiio in pigs. 


"Tho Tauuna people only laughed at 


him, 
but as it turned ont, strangely 


enough, Jack kept his word. Ho bad 
been at Salua about six mouths when 
a man-of-war actually did come, not 
after tho nativcH, but after Jack him- 
self. Tbo cou=nl had at last—for news 
traveled slowly then—heard of Jack's 
pranks nt Tauuua, and bad sent the 
Sea Gull, which happened to bb in Apia 
at the time, down to arrest him. It was 
a bad lookout for Jack, for there wero 
enough crimes charged against him to 
hang a dozen men.

"The woman with a history" will be 


laid to rest in Ellen Grove, Wis. There 
is a cemetery near Waukesha which 
is set apart for orphans and nuns of 
the Catholic churcii. 


It had been the prayer of the aged 


woman that she might be tmried in the 
consecrated ground. 


Services were held at the convent, 


and the sisters at the institution fol- 
lowed the remains to the grave. 


Though she was not a nun and had 


no part in the services at tne chapel of 
the Academy of Our Lady, the Count- 
ess was seen day after day and year 
after year at every service. Mme. 
Mathivet came to tae convent when 
she was 77 year old. That was in 1880 
Sac was the daughter of a German no- 
bleman, a Count who was forced to 
flee from his ancestral home during 
the Napoleonic wars early in the nine- 
teenth century. She was taken to 
France when she was three years old. 
That is as much as the nuns at the 
convent know of her early history. 
"When she was a youag girl, however, 
she came to America, and in Cleveland 
met and married a Mr. Mathivet. one] 
of the wealthy residents of the Ohio 
c.ffy an his day. He died* in 1872 leav-~ 
ing alj his property to his'widow.-HOw 
she came- to lose it was one of tie 
things the poor old woman would not 
reveal.
